The United States of America is at 
war with Germany, and every day and 
every dispatch from the battle fields 
prove more and more that it is a great 
and ‘hard war, and one’ that may! last 
for vears; a war that is going to eall 
upon our people for the expenditure of 
a collosal sum of money, probably in ex- 
cess of an hundred billions of dollars be- 
fore it is over with.

It has resolved itself down to a 
point where the German in America, 
whether naturalized or not, should either 
display and make ‘known his loyalty to 
this country and its flag or else get out 
of this country and away from its flag. 
There is no ifs, and, or buts about this 
matter now—that time is past. 


The Americans who were doing 
business and living in Germany have 
about all left that country and come 


home, for the very imple Treason that 
they could not, of course, be loval to 
Germany and against the United States. 
The German here has got to do the same. 

No one brought them here. They 
came of their own free will, because they 
could do better here financially and have 
more advantages and greater freedom. 
This country threw its doors wide open 
to them and invited them to enter, and 
make themselves at home, and gave them 
all the advantages and all the privileges 
and all the freedom it gives to its own 
native sons and daughters. In return for 
all this it asks, as it has a perfect right 
to do, the same loyalty, devotion and 
patriotism which it asks and expects and 
gets from its own family. 

Germany does the same thing. Any 
American who would go over to Germany 
now and make a remark derogatory to the 
Kaiser or the German government would 
be told very distinctly wbere to head in. 
He would be told that if he did not like 
the country and its government, and its 
ways and methods, and could not be loyal 
to it, to get out, and get p. d. q. while 
the getting was good. And that. is what 
Mr. German in this country has got to be 
told, and told plainly. 

We are inclined to believe that a ma- 
jority of the German-American citizens of 
this country are loyal, but at the same 
time there are a whole lot who are not 
loval, and it is this class of whom we 
speak, not the others. The evidenee is 
overwhelming, and there can no longer be 
any doubt about it—there are thousands 
of Germans in the United States that
